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DECISION ON PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.182

This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.182, filed October 19, 2005, 
requesting entry of an amendment to the specification to insert a reference to an earlier-filed 
application pursuant to the provisions of 35 U.S. C. § § 120 & 365(c) and § 1 19(e) for the benefit 
of priority to the prior-filed PCT, nonprovisional, and provisional applications set forth in the 
amendment filed with the earlier petition dated July 2, 2004. 

The petition is DISMISSED 

The instant petition cannot be treated due to the failure to submit the 37 CFR 1.182 petition fee 
as set forth in § 1. 17(f). In this regard, the renewed petition authorized the petition fee of $130 
along with a statement to charge any underpayments to the given deposit account. The required 
fee at the time of filing this petition was $400 pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .17(f). Accordingly, the 
deficient fee amount of $270 is required to consider this petition. However, the deposit account 
authorized on the petition is a closed account with no remaining balance. Therefore, the petition 
is dismissed. 

Petitioner asserts that the required fee for this petition should be $130 because the original 
petition was filed on July 2, 2004, which was prior to the new fee schedule. Petitioner is in error. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.22(a), patent fees and charges are required to be paid in advance of the 
requested action. Since the required fee for the requested action was not paid until October 19, 
2005 with the filing of the instant renewed petition, the required fee of $400 is proper. It is also 
noted that the required fee is not set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(h) as stated by the petitioner. Rather, 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(f) sets forth the required fee for any petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 82. 

In view of the above, submission of the required fee pursuant to § 1.17(h) must be satisfied if 
applicant desires to claim priority to the applications noted in the petition. Any future petition 
should include a cover letter and be entitled "Renewed Petition under 37 CFR 1.182."
